NATURALIZATION FRAUDS 


Sargent Rec- 
ommends a Number of Important 
Changes in Present Law. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES] 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—(Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.}] Earnest efforts will 
be made during the coming session 
of Congress by the Department of 
Commerce and Labor to have the 
present immigration law so changed 
that it will be impossible for aliens 
to.get into the country with the as- 
sistance of fraudulent naturalization 
papers. Frank G. Sargent, Commis- 
sioner-General of Immigration, has 
completed his annual report, and in it 
he recommends that a number of 
changes be made in the law. He 
condemns the present measure, and 
asserts that wholesale frauds in nat- 
uralization papers are going on, and 
says the latter abuse is groWing so 
rapidly that the country is being en- 
dangered. 

Mr. Sargent also recommends some 
changes in the Chinese exciusion 
laws, making them more stringent 
than at present, and providing for the 
imprisonment of persons aiding China- 
men to get into the country unlaw- 
fully. 


THE PRESIDENT BUSY. 


Will Return to Washington Tonight 
and is to Receive Several im- 
portant Delegations.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The President will 
be a busy man immediately upon his 
return to Washington next Tuesday 
evening.

HOT AT HALIFAX. 
Flames Thought Under Control Break 


Out Again and Destroy Several — 


Warehouses—Loss $200,000.

HALIFAX, Sept. 19.—The dock fire 
which started after midnight _and was 
under control in three*hours, broke out 
again today and destroyed several 
warehouses and other buildings. The 
warehouses burned were new build- 
ings. The loss is now placed at $200,- 

The firms burned out include Black 
Bros. & Co., hardware; Bryant & Mc- 
Donald, tea merchants; and Thomas 
Fordham & Co., sailmakers. The. in- 
surance on the property destroyed is 
estimated at about three-quarters of 
the loss. 

The fire, which started on Pickford 
& Black's wharf, was made hazardous 
by the présence of a quantity of 
powder and dynamite upon the wharf, 
but the explosives were thrown over- 
board. Later, the firemen were driv- 
en back by a series of explosions in 


Black Bros.’ warehouse, caused by 
powder and chemicals. 
In two hours, the flames were 


thought to be under control. Several 
later, the fire broke out in 
Black Bros.’ large building, the flames 
having worked their way through an 
elevator well, unknown to the fire- 
men, and then extended to a large 
warehouse owned by Pickford & 
Black, and to their office building. 
These two structures were new, mod- 
ern blocks of stone.

ROBBED NEAR CHICAGO. 


Murderers Break into Shanty» 
Where Men Are Sleeping, do Their 
Killing, Set Fire to the Place and 
Then Escape—Third Foreigner 
Seriously Injured.

CHICAGO, Sept. 19.—Two men were 
killed and another shot and seriously 
injured in a battle with hold-up men 
at Riverdale, a smal! town on the Ili 
nois Central Railroad fifteen miles 
south of Chicago, tonight. 

Last night, two robbers broke inte 
the section house, which was occupied 
by several Italian laborers, and the 
railroad men, who had retired for the 
night, were required to produce what 
money they had in their possession. 

Instead of complying with the de- 
mand, the Italians rushed on the rob- 


‘bers and tried to overpower them. In 


the fight that followed revolvers and 
knives were used. with the result that 
two of the Italians were killed and an- 
other severely injured. Seeing that 
they were getting the worst of the 
fight, the other occupants of the sec- 
tion house fled from the place and left 
the robbers in full possession. 

The robbers then searched the place 
and secured $485, set fire to the shan- 
ty and escaped in the darkness. When 
other employés of the railroad reached 
the place the building was in flames.

there. 

Peter Hedol, the first mate, was in 


command when the vessel] hit the rocks, 
and Capt. Bonnifield explains the mis- 
hap by saying that the mate mistook 
the Point Pinos light for that at Santa 
Cruz, and went to the wrong side of it. 
The night was clear and the moon 
was shining brigthly when the acci- 
dent ocurred. 

The Northland was going at full 
speed when she struck, and a great 
hole was made in her starboard bow. 
Perfect order prevailed both among 
the passengers and crew and after jet- 
trsoning part of the deck load, Capt. 
Ponnifield succeeded in getting his ves. 
sel into deep water and headed for 
Monterey. 

All the pumps were set to work, but 
the water gained on them with great 
rapidity, and within a couple of hours 
the ship was full to the main deck. 
She is anchored safely off Pacific 
Grove, being kept afloat by her load, 
awaiting a tug to tow her to San Fran- 
cisco, The passengers, sixteen In num- 
ber, were taken inte Montcrey.

ket. The testimony introduced in a 
suit tried in. Léeds, and the decision 
rendered, showed that a firm of steel 
roller manufacturers in Sheffield had 
been so affected by the importation of 
foreign iron and steel that they were 
obliged to reduce the contract price for 


gauges and channel steel bars to a firm 
of rubber-tire makers in London. It 


seems that the’ tire makers had paid 
the steel company £137 10s., but were to 
be repaid this sum after they had or- 
dered 150 tons of the particular section 


of steel bars bought at £13 a ton. The 


price was to be reduced if the price of 
The concern made a small 


but the tire manufacturers claimed 
it was not enough, and discontinued 
their orders. They also sued the steel 
firm for the recovery of their deposit, 
£13" 10s. The jury found for the plain- 
tiffs on the question of price, and 
awarded them £200 in addition to the 
£137 10s. 

This action of the German steel man- 
ufacturers illustrates most forcibly 
what would take place in American 
markets were it decided to lower or re- 


peal the prescut duty in the iron and 


steel schedule. It is quite possible that 
the present dutv. for instance, upon 
steel rails, or upon structural steel 
may not be neetied, and yet were that 
duty to be taken off, these same Ger- 
man steel makers would dump their 
products upon this market in such vol- 
ume as to seriously interfere with 
American production, with its conse- 
quent laying-off of labor. The country 
would be at the mercy, not only of Ger- 
man steel makers, but of the English 
manufacturers as well, who would most 
willingly stand the freight charges in 


order to gain an entrance into the 


splendid American market. 
MICHIGAN'S SENTIMENTS. 
Senator Burrows of Michigan 
open the campaign in his State Satur- 
day, October 1, at a place not yet 
agreed upon. The Senator has been 
spending a fortnight on the seacoast, 
but Is returning to Michigan. He says 
that Michigan will give the Presiden- 
tial ticket a majority of at least 75,000.

Many Things Suggestive of Her 
Own Country—The Relation Be- 
tween Peasants and Their Former 
Masters—A Land Where There Are 
no Snobs—What is Needed. — 


{Louisa Kimball in New York Post:] 
It was my good fortune during the 
summer of 1903 to spend four months 
in FEurépean Russia. Of that time two 
months were passed on the country ¢s- 
tate of Russian friends, in the govern- 
ment of St. Petersburg, five hours by 
rail and carriage from the capital. 
There, in the home of one of the ancient 
families of the Russian nobility, amoag 
the most Russian of the Russians, in 
whose veins runs no drop save of pur- 
est Slav blood, I learned whole-heart- 
edly to admire that “racial product” 
which has in it nothing of my own 
race. Later, in travels from Finland 
on the north to the Caucasus and 
Crimea on the south, this admiration 
was confirmed and broadened. 

Previous to going to Russia my ideas 
were those usually so prevalent among 
Americans—ideas pregnant with ro- 
mance and mystery, but, on the whole, 
mainly derived from the preponderating 
amount of what has been written here 
on the Russian police and penal sys- 
tem as it existed twenty years ago. 
In view of this ignorance, my first ex- 
periences in Russia were much in the 
nature of a revelation. Here was an 
entourage of country and people and 
fe at firat sight astonishly dike Amer- 
ica and the Americans! The boundless 
level stretches of woodland and wheat 
fields. the great rivers and lakes seen 
from our car windows, 
settlements and smal! 
a which our train halted, transported 
me on my first day in Russia to the 
prairies of lowa and Nebraska. When 
we left the rallroad at the 
wooden-built country town, and drove 
the fifteen versts to my friend's estate, 
amone the chief impressions of mv 
first intimacy. with the Russian country 
were the miles of swampy pine land, 
reminiscent of Georgia, through which 
ran the rough macadam road; the 
newly-cultivated flelde, with. piles f 
stone by the roadway: American fleld 
machines; and little villages of log-bui.t 
cottages, each with its American 
“vard.” 

A HEARTY WELCOME. 

Attracted by these ordinary sights, 1 
was almost unmindful of the gay 
droshky and Ivan the coachman’'s pe 
‘cck-feathered cap in front of me, of 
the scarlet-bloused peasants who bowed 
to us as we passed, and the burrts «f 
song from the Russian skylarks soar- 
ing from the flelds around us on that 
brilliant May morning. As we arrived 
at the simple gateways and drove 
through the Iilac-bordered avenue to 
the old-fashioned wooden mansion, em- 
bowered in trees, with its flower beds, 
tennis court, apple orchards, and, be- 
yond, farm bulldings of New England's 
generous proportions, serisations 
strangely familiar could not be quite 
erowded out by the characteristic en- 
thusiasm of the Russian welcome that 
awaited us, by the farefoot peasant 
maids, who ran down the steps to 
unload our belongings, and by my iIm- 
mediate intorduction to the steaming 
samovar and to a bath with a handfal 
of snowy flax for a sponge. More than 
all, as the days went by, the -simple, 
free, country Ife reminded me of home 
—mornings spent by my hostesses ‘n 
duties of averseeing the household and 
farm management and in various stud- 
jes: afternoons In reading, music, ten- 
nis, swimming, walking, or driving. 
For weeks ope must in vain attempt to 
realize that this was visiting in Rus- 
sia, the land of the passport and the 
midnight police raids, the home of the 
oppressed and the ignorant and the 
unhappy. 

TALK WITH VILLAGERS. 

There were three villages on the es- 
tate of my hosis, and as We went !nto 
their izbas (cottages) on our dally 
walks, and talked to them at their work 
in the garden or flelds, where the young 
girls work as vigorously as the men, 
as we watched their dancing of an 
evening on the village green; and ‘is- 
tened to their spirited singing of the 
fascinating folk-songs, which bear 4l- 
most the only impress of the sadne«s 
one usually associates with them, the 
lovable Russian peasants § inevitably 
came to be the object of mv warmest 
interest and study. It is true that they 
are children of impulse, and drun':en- 
ness is said to be an at least weekly 
custom among tiv men. But although 


one of the villages was situated within. 


a quarter of a mile from the house, I 
did not see more than half ‘a dozen 
peasants under the influence of «he 
baneful vodka during the two months 
of my visit.fl The village school bulld- 
ing would be a model of its kind any- 
where, light, clean, and airy, with 
growing plants and all modern appll- 
ances of maps and blackbeards. To the 
Village schoolmaster, Sergi Petrovitch, I 
went daily for a lesson in the Russian 
language. This master, although but 
one generation removed from the peas- 
ant class, would have done credit in 
point of learning to any of our New 
England schools, and in point of am- 
bition and sincerity of educational 
ideals to any seat of learning in any 


land. 
IDEAL RELATIONS. 

As to the present relations between 
these peasants and their former mas- 
ters, not even among the settlement 
workers of our great cities have I seen 
more ideal relations between rich and 
poor. The greatest practical interes: ts 
shown by the members of the propr'!-- 
tary family in all that concerns the 
welfare of their peasants... They give 
their own land and wood for.and «y- 
perintend the building of, new schoo!s, 
personally train the village choir, stand 
as godparents to half the children jn 
the villages, visit the sick, plan for a 


hospital and dispensary. and act as

This clome touch and freedom of re- 
lations with the lower. classes brings 
us to one of the salient characteristics 
of the Slav nature. Mindful of the 
probable exceptions there must be to 
prove the rule, one can say in absolute 
truth that a Rueslan snob ise an im- 
possibility. A pride of race and of 
ancestry there cannot fail to be among 
& nation of aristocratic traditions ana 
of autocratic institutions, but never a 
pride that could disdain or belittle oth- 
ers, even in their inmost thought« and 
feelings. Humility of character is 
taught the Rursian child from his 
earliest infancy, just as pride of char- 
acter is taught the Anglo-Saxon. Thus 
it comes to pass that when a descend- 
ant of one of the princely Kussian 
boyare hae unjustiy blamed one of her 
peasant maids, she will seek out the 
maid, as I have witnessed, and. kisa- 
ing her with tears in her eyes spring- 
ing from a feeling of real sorrow for 
her injustice, will beg her forgiveness 
as humbly as if the little maid had 
been the Cgzaritga herself. A« for the 
little maid. she bureta into tears and 
her mistress hand with 
kisses. And when the same peasant 
girl becomes engaged to be married 
and is about to leave her father's 
home. her first duty is to follow the 
time-honored custom of throwing her- 
self at her father’s feet, there to sob 
out her thanks for her past life and 
beg forgiveness for all she may have 
done amiss. High and low alike show 
this epirict of really «brist-like thum|!!- 


ty. 
CHIEF CHARACTERISTICS. 

Many other traite of the peasant's 
child-like nature are rooted deep in 
the heart of every son and daughter 
of Rurik. Simplicity, unconsciousness 
and frankness seem their chief charac- 
teristics, combined with the peradox- 
ical passionate intensity and insouciant 
gayety of children. Yet, above evers- 
thing el#e, their extreme religious faith 
Stands supreme. The ikon, or sacred 
picture, in the corner of every izba, 
every railway station, every ship in 
the empire, in front of which, on en- 
tering, the peasant will make a eign 
of reverence, the little prayer on pass- 
ing the church gate, coming from the 
bathhouse of a Saturday evening in 
preparation for the “Resurrection 
Day’ (the Russian name for Sunday;) 
and the whole-hearted abandonment 
to humility and devotion during the 
church services, may all be merffioned 
as signs of the fact that the Ruselan 
brings his religious faith into every act 
of life, and recognizes in every event 
“the will of God,” an expression heard 
so often on his lips. Thus we see 
with vividness that to 
these simple natures the church, as an 
outward symbol, is, above everything 
¢ise, the great institution and power 
in Russia, in comparison with which 
the police system fades into insignifi- 
cance. 

Open-heartedness is very near to 
open-handedness, and in Russia hospi- 
tality and kindness take on new mean- 
ings not easily learned elsewhere. On 
our travels, on the more unfrequented 
paths to the south and east of Mos- 
cow, five American women alone, 
without interpreter or guide of any 
sort, always the only English-speak- 
ing tourists and most often also the 
only non-Russians, the kindness Wwe 
met with everywhere was something 
never to be forgotten. During five 
days on the Volga, between Nizhni. 
Novgorod and Astrakhan, with a cap- 
tain and crew speaking nothing but 
Russian, we were adopted by the 
whole shipload of Russian fellow- 
passengers, each vying with the others 
as to who could do us the most honor 
and service. After our last evening 
on board, when the young people had 
arranged an entertainment for our 
amusement and our good-byes had 
been said, we realized what Rusrian 
kindness to a stranger means. 

To an American, what Russia seems 
most to need is the development of her 
practical side, but who can doubt that, 
in spite of the drawbacks of ner bu- 
reaucratic institutions, this is just 
what she is developing? Looking to 
the external side, the traveler sees 
the little frontier towns of Russia 
humming with practical life, just as 
our Western ones are. Electric cars 
are charging the streets, which, but 
yesterday, were filled with the chatter 
of the Oriental bazaars; fine business 
blocks are going up, there is sh'pping 
on some of the rivers that has Its par- 
allel in America only on the Missis- 
sippi; the great smoke-stacks of the 
newly-equippéd factories_are crowned 
with smoke-consumer cages; every- 
where there is evidence of practical! 
life and growth.

existed in the sights. This, however. 
| is being as rapidly minimized as the 
Bureau of Ordnance can tusn out new 
‘instruments. The main troubles with 
the sights in the past have been want 
of rigidity, and consequent inability 
of the instruments to stand the shock 
_ of discharge; improper graduation of 
,the sights, owing to want of agie-

target. This calls for a good deal of 
dexterity in handling the respective 
elevating and training gears; and, 
with the slower-moving guns of the 
big turrets, this was not an easy mat- 
ter in the beginning. This, by reason 
of improved mechanical and electrica! 
facilities is undergoing rapid correc- 
tion: and with the newer mounts for 
our latest ships it is said there will 
be no difficulty in following continu- 
ously a moving target with our great 
12-inch rifles. 

These “dotters” have been installed 
on all of our principal fighting ships, 
and it is with them that the men 
qualify primarily for details as gun- 
pointers. While gun-pointers can oe 
made without any particular natural 
aptitude for the work, the best re- 
sults are generally secured from men 
of native quickness of eye and prompt- 
ness of manual response. In other 
words, from men that are more or 
less qualified by nature to see and to 
act quickly—men whom stress of cir- 
cumstances would make either marks- 
men or keen swordsmen. 

After a ship has gone into commis- 
sion and the crew, under the leader- 
ship of a nucleus of trained men, have 
been assigned to their several sta- 
tions, the work of qualifyv'ng for the 
enviable detail of a gun-pointer fol- 
lows. Day after day the men are 
busied between hours of routine work 
in practice with the “dotter,” which is 
used in connection generally with the 
particular gun of his station, and 
doesn't take long to pick out the like- 
liest candidates With these chosen 
few the work continues. but as yet 
without the boom or bang of a single 
discharge. When the divisional of- 
ficers and the commander are agreed 
that all is in readiness, then the ship 
has her preliminary target practice, 
and, for the firat time, ammunition is 
used. This is not so much to test the 
accuracy of the gun-pointer by actual 
firing as it is to try out his nerve 
and to see whether or not he is fit an‘ 
able to stand up to his gun in time of 
action. It is not unusual to find 
a man gun shy, for service in a tur- 
ret, especially, calls for an order of 
nerve and a deliberate precision of 
action that is not the gift of many a 
man ordinarily and rightly termed a 
“cool one.” If the man shows proper 
capacity for the position, he is kept 
at his work as a gun-pointer, nis 
training consuming a part of every 
day's routine. and so he continues in 
expectation of the approaching prime 
test of ‘prize firing’ or “record” tar- 
get practice. When that time comes, 
the ships of the squadron have been 
assembled. and to the tax of hoom- 
ing guns is added the stress of com- 
petition and the knowledge tnat per- 
haps the joy of personal reward and 
the glory of supreme standing for his 
ship rests npon him and the precision 
of his work. 

THE ELEMENT OF RAPIDITY. 

In the “record” target practice fir- 
ing the element of speed of fire counts 
importantly with that of number of 
hits out of a given number of shots. 
During this practice much depends 
upon the efficiency of the rest of the 
crew, for upon them rests the burden 
of loading the gun rapidly and having 
it ready for the firing “pointer.” To 
this end, then, the other members of 
the gun’s crew are trained by daily 
practice in loading; and, for this pur- 
pose, a dummy is used, consisting of 
the mounted breech of a type gun. 
‘With blank ammunition of regulation 
weight, however, the men are daily 
driled in handling, passing, and load- 
ing. until the operation becomes one 
of great speed and exactness. Specia! 
stress being laid on the slightest 
movement affecting the safety of the 
performance should the dummy am- 
munition be the real thing. This 
drill has become a popular form of 
calisthenics on shipboard and a means 
of lively competitive contests. 

It must be understood that the 
term “gun-pointer” is not that of a 
the man during his detail as such, and, 
while so detailed, he receives an addi- 
tional compensation quite apart from 
the pay of his official rating—-this bo- 
nus, so to speak, depending upon the 
caliber of the gun to which he is as- 


signed and upon his relative  profi- 
ciency. 
When assigned to eguns of 8-inch 


caliber and up, a first-class gun-point- 
er receives additional pay of $10) a 
month,and asecond-class gun-pointer 
$6 a month. For gun-pointers assigned 
to 4-inch, 5S-inch, 6-ineh and 7-inch 
guns, the extra compensation for first 
and for second-class pointers is $8 
and $4, respectively; and for guns of 
lesser caliber, the extra pay is $4 and 
$2 for first and for second-class gun- 
pointers. This is well worth work- 
ing for, for, besides this, come the 
prizes for record firing. During the 
recent “record” practice, there were 
no fewer than seventy ships engaged 
and 2608 gun-pointers were engaged 
in the contest. 

The method of giving value to per- 
formance is based upon the work of 


target practice before the men knew) 
whether or not they had come any- 
where near the target and if the

set us an example by adopting larg: 
rectangular targets and by requiring. 
that the shots to éomnt must hit that 
target; and the object lesson of ac- 
tual performance inspired the men to 


show for their practice. 
CONTINUOUS AIMLNG. 

The next step the British made was 
in the preliminary training of the 
men, and, in this departure, thus was 
made the move that completely over- 
threw the older systems by which 
gun pointers had been indifferently 
trained in the past. Instead of teach- 
ing the men to bring their guns to 
bear occasionally upon the target and 
trusting to the fortuitous roll of the 
ship to help her out, the “pointers” 
were trained to keep the weapon.; 
bearing there, continuously, and, by an 
ingenious device, called a “‘dotter,” 
this system of continnous§ aiming 
was made graphically helpful and sut- 
ficiently practical to do away with 
tne need of a single discharge on the 
part of the gun. 

Primarily. the “dotter” consists of a 
movabl> card target placed a few fee. 


by an electric connection with the 
firing key, made to dot this card jusi | 
where a shot from ‘the gun would | 
strike it at the pariicular moment of 
pressing the key. The card rises ant 
its movement is 
timed to correspond with the. known 


ship in question—tne one on which 
the gun is mounted. and the effort of 
the gun-pointers is to keep the gun 


type ships and type guns, for differ- 
ences of installation and mechanical! 
equipment seriously affect the ele- 
ments of speed and possible precision 
of aim. The record of the best gun- 
pointer of a particular type of gun 
forms the standard for giving merit 
weights to the work of all other guns 
so installed of like caliber. For. in- 
stance, should the Oregon, with her 
old 15-inch guns, make eight hits out 
of ten shots, and that was the maxi- 
mum record for her class, then every 
hit scored by the Lli-inch guns of her 
sister sbips, the Indiana and the Mas- 
sachusetts, would be given a value of 
RO On the other hand, the 13-inch 
zuns of the Kearvarge, being elec- 
trically controlled and different in 
their installation, thai ship and the 
Kentucky — her classmate — would 
have to make their own stanJards, In 
this way, a fair means of comparison 
is thus established. The reward for 
excellence is well worth the winning. 
and im one turret alone of one of the 
battleships, no less than $1944 was 
won. Apart from this are tbe trophy 
tablets of bronze that go to the bat- 
tleship, the gunboat and the torpedo 
craft making the best records. These 
are handsome affairs and their win.- 
ning°and their retention are zealously 
striven for.

placed them in another light. As a 
result, many of the intermediate cali- 
bers will disappear from the battle- 
ship, and the forthcoming ship-of-the- 
line will, in all probability, have more 
12-inch guns than have been carried 
heretofore, while there will probably be 
no intermediate calibers between the 
8-inch of the main battery anJ the 
prime 3-inch of the sécondary force. 
Apart from increasing the force of 
bie guns, this simplification will re- 
duce the varieties of calibers and per. 
mit of a greater individual supply of 
ammunition, the result being a more 
efficient fighting force and the prom- 
ise of putting up a longer and more 
stubborn contest. 

As all of this will probably increase 
the ranges, as proved already by the 
naval actions of the Russo-Japanese 
War. at which battleships will be 
fought, it may reasonably be asked 
“Why is it that our record practice 
is held against targets only 1600 yards 
distant?” The answer is “Because 
the accuracy required of the gun- 
pointer, in principle, Is the same at 
1600 yards as it would be at 5000 
yards, the difference being, however, 
that at the greater distance more pre- 
cision would be demanded of the 
range-finder. As range-finding at 
such distances lies entirely within the 
particular scope of special  instru- 
ments placed in the tops, it is plain 
that, with a well-developed telescopic 
sight, such as the Bureau of Ordnance 
is now making, it is only necessary 
for the sight-setter of each gun to fix 
the instruments, according as he is 
ordered, after which the gun-pointer 
proceeds just as he would at the 
closer range of 1600 yards. 

It has. been complained by the econ- 
omist that all of this target practice 
costs a great deal of money, and so it 
does: but it must be remembered 
that the great ships upon which we 
have spent many millions would be 
utterly useless, despite the power 
and shell in their magaiznes, if their 
gunners were unable to use that am- 
munition effectively in the hour of 
strife.

FIRE OF BIG GUNS. 


The Blast and Recoil a Great Strain 
Upon Gunners, Causing Numer- 
ous Ills. 


[British Medical Journal:] Among the 
incidentals to modern methods of big- 
gun firing et sea, nausea, vertigo, vio- 
lent shock, and “gun deafness” have 
received little attention. Fleet Surgeon 
vohn Lloyd Thomas, R.N., calis atten- 
tion to these diseases and the man- 
ner in which thLev anse. He says: 

“In modern battleships the run is in- 
side e@ barbette, turret, or casemate, 
and-in that way is housed in all round. 
In other ships there are guns mounted 
on the upper deck and not surrouncued 
by steel walls. it is a very moot pcint 
whether the men serving the gun. in- 
side the casemate or those working on 
the upper ceck battery suffer most 
from the effect of the firing, for there 
are two distinct factors to be taten 
account, First, effect of the 
explosion at the muzzle of the gun, 
commontiy known as the “blast;” sec- 
ond, a violent shaking in the breech 
of tie mun it the seat of ignition of 
the explosive, which shock is transmit- 
ted from the gun to the walls and roof 
of the casematy,, and thence to the 
bones of the head, ear, etc. It is enough 
to remark. however, that they are so 
distributed hat they would probably 
not damege the drum of the ear, al- 
thov'gh they do produce distinct con- 
cvesions of the skull, spinal column, 
and the larre. jotnis, and give rise 
t» headache, tomgue blies and general 
shock,

VETERAN CHARGES MAYHEM. 

SANTA MONICA, Sept. 19.—Michael 
Walsh, a Civil War veteran and mem- 
ber of the Soldiers’ Home, is consid- 
efably the worse for an encounter he 
had with Grant Cressler, one of Uncle: 
Sam’s boys who wore the khaki in the 
Filipino campaign. As the result of 
this encounter, Walsh, who is about 79, 
appeared before Justice of the Peace 
Jenness this morning end swore to a 
complaint for the arrest of his alleged 
assailant on a charge of mayhem.

Walsh says that later he 
went to the door of the Marques house 
and was denied admission. The door 
was locked, but Cressler came out of 
somewhere and renewed the attack. 

On this occasion Walsh evidently put 
up a pretty vigorous defense, as in the 
melee he lost a good-siged chunk out 
of his upper lip. 

This, Walsh complains, was bitte 
out by Cressier, hence the charge of 
mayhem. 

Cressier wae placed under &rrest this 
evening and brought to the city. Hiv 
pearing will be had Wednes- 

ay.

O LONG LIVE 
THE TWO-STEP! 


KRAMER HAS SPOKEN; 
ISN'T THAT ENOUGH. 


PROF. 


Los Angeles Dancing Master, Presi- 
dent of All the Other Dancing 
Masters, Declares Knell of the 
Popular “Dip-and-Glide” Never 
Will be Tolled. 


Prof. Henry J. Kramer of this city, 
who recently at St. Louls was elected 
president of the American Soctety of 
Professors of Dancing, takes exctp- 
tluu to an article published in the Chi- 
cago Journal, which quotes J. Edward 
Martine, the oldest dancing master in 
the Windy City, as saying that the 
two-step is “disgraceful,” that “it has 
been condemned by the American So- 
clety of Professors of Dancing” and 
“will have to go.” 

“Tl have known Prof. Martine for a 
number of years.” sald Prof. Kramer 
yesterday, “and I fear that the vener- 
able gentleman has heen misquoted. 
It is Hot true that the society has con- 
demned the two-step, there will never 
be any such thing as solling the knell 


of this popuiar dance. The two-step 
has come to stay. We cannot create 
a dance that has greater simplictty 
and charm of motion. Since its inno- 
vation a few years ago it has become 
the rage of society, and one may al- 
most say is the national dance of 
America today. It is a strictly Ameri- 
ean dance, and the martial music of 


John Phillip Sousa and others which 
called it into life Nas gained for it a 
popularity which cannot be broken. 

“Of course new dances will be tn- 
troduced frem time to time, but they 
wil) be on the lines of the waltz o 
the two-step. So far as I can se 
nothing can be subeatituted that will 
ever take the place of the two-step 
and the waltz. The former is not ‘dis- 
graceful’ or ‘boisterous,’ nor is it ridic- 
ulous.” In discussing the art of danc- 
ing we speak only of the refined ciass 
of dancers. Certainly any dance under 
the sun can be exaggerated to a point 
which makes it disgraceful, but the 
Society of Professors of Dancing 
not attempting to govern the Bowery. 

TAUGHT BY DODWORTH-. 

“We cannot say that 
is a new @ance strictly speaking, for 
it was taught by the tate Prof. Allen 
Deodwerth, formerly ef New York and 
later of Pasadena. He taught ft to 
polka time. It is more the innovation 
of march music, such as Sovea's 
‘Washington Post,” which has made the 
two-step new and popular. Waltz 
time appeals more to musical people 
and the nations of Europe, but for the 
great mass of Americans the march 
time holds seway, and the two-step his 
become nationally popular because of 
its simplicity and ease of learning. It 
requires less exertion than any other 
dance in use by society today. 

“The ‘boisterous dip’ and ‘society 
glide’ referred to by the Chicago pa- 
per ts undoubtedly the outgrowth of 
half-time, a system of dancing which 
has never been recognized by the so- 
clety as conventional dancing, and 


‘which has been indulged tn principally 


by college students and those wishing 
to follow college fads. The half-time, 
taking twice as long to execute the 
steps, leads to accentuated dipping and 
exaggerated glides, but it cannot last. 
With its departure we shall come to 
the graceful movements of full rhyth- 
mic time. 
TIRED OF ROMPING. 

“Dancing is becoming simpler each 
Year, and the trend is to do away 
with fatiguing extremes. Society is 
tired of romping and its once more 
ready to return to the schottische, 
Newport, mazurkas and minuet, which 
abound with variations and are danced 
to slower time. 

“The five-step schottische is one of 
the coming dances. It consists of five 
steps in four counts, and the first step 
is a dip. It is absurd to claim that the 
dip can be done away with, for it is 
impossible for the limb to be extended 
with the toe on the floor without -bend- 
ing other limb upoy which the weight 
rests. It is the gentile dip which lends 
grace to dancing, and without which a 
person is stiff.” 

At the recent annual meeting of the 
American Society of Professors of 
Dancing. among the new dances ac- 
cepted wes the gondolier two-step, a 
creation by Prof. Kramer. It is an 
arrangement of a glide, running step 
and two-step. Prof. Kramer claims 
that this gives variation to the pres- 


ent two-step, but does not in any way 
discredit the simple two-step which 
has become #0 popular, and which he 
says “has come to stay.”

Dispatches received yesterday from 
Chicago by The Times. by Councilman 
and even 
| friends of Howton, or Houghton, all de- 
| clare that no man by the name of either 
| Howton or Houghton was naturaliz:d 
in the courts of Cook county during the 


year 1892. 

Yet the spook doctor with two names 
has made affidavit that he was nat- 
uralized in Cook county during that 


year—AND THAT HE HAS LOST HIS 
NATURALIZATION PAPERS. 

It ls on the strength of this affidavit 
that Howton expects to qualify as 
Counciiman from the Sixth Ward. 

(owing to the failure to secure a quo- 
rum the Council did not yesterday can- 
Vass the returns of Friday's special 
election, These returns are supposed 
to show that “Arthur D. Houghton” 
received a majoritv of the votes cast 
for Courcilman at Friday's election. 
The Council! will meet again this morn- 
ing. Inasmuch as the city charter pro- 
vides that the Council shall pass on 
the eligibility of its members, it os 
likely that Howton will not be per- 
‘mitted to take part in the deliberations 
‘until he produces some evidence to 
show that he really is an American cit- 
izen. 

PILOTED TO CITY HALI 

Prof. Howton went to the City Hall 
yesterday morning, He was accompa- 
nied by one Francis Drake, walking 
delegate for the Typographical Union. 

The spook doctor's demeanor as he 
climbed the stairs to the Council cham- 
ber was condescending in the extreme. 
After he reached the corridors on the 
second floor he paused in evident em- 
barrasament. He had expected to find 
the Councilmen lined up ready to do 
him homage. 

Instead an employé of the City En- 
gineer’s office jostied him as he rushed 

ast in a wild dash to escape from one 
of the political brickmakers. “Get on 
to that red-headed guy spittin’ over 
the ralling,”’ sang out Tom Savage from 
the other end of the lobby. “I made 
the motion in this very hal! that made 
pthat a miscemeanor. If there was a 
cop in sight I'd have him run in.” 

The spook doctor drew himself up bv 
a post and shivered. His slouch hat 
suddenly dropped away down over bis 
ears. 

“Have you seen Little Willie yet?" 
sang out one reporter to another 4s 
both hurried to their places in the 
Council chamber. 

The answer was a jerk of a thumb tn 
the direction of the spook doctor. 

That was the limit. Howton slunk 
away into the City Attorney’s office. 
There he introduced himself, and later 
a labor-union agitator persuaded Coun- 
cilman Farish to accompany the hypno- 
electrician into the Council chamber. 

Farish introduced him around. The 
atmosphere of the Council chamber 
suddenly dropped several degrees be- 
low zero. Contractors and others in 
the lobby shivered and made a break 
for the more genial atmosphere of the 


corridors. 
Howton wiped a_i few icicles from 
about his ears with a large white 


handkerchicf. It was a companion to 
that other one which used to material- 
ize into the spook of “Little Willie.” 

When he again looked about him 
even his friend, the brazen walking 
delegate. had fied. He stepped around 
back of the seats reserved for the 
Councilmen and asked the  colorea 
janitor which was supposed to belong 
to the Sixth Ward. 

JUST FADES AWAY. 

“Dah is Mistah Davenport's seat 
ovah near de end,” replied the janitor, 
without stopping his work of polishing 
the president's desk. 

After that Howion simply faded 
away. Drake came back to look for 
him, but no one had seen him go. Late 
in the afternoon the janitor discovered 
that the clock in the Council chamber 


had stopped, and that the hands 
pointed to 10:15. “No wonder it 
stopped!” he muttered. “Ah don’ 
blame it.” 
City Attorney Mathews yesterday 


afternoon declined to discuss the lega: 
aspect of the complications growing 
out of the absence of proof that How- 
ton is an American citizen: but he in- 
quired eagerly after news of the re- 
sults of the examination of the Cook 
county records. He had been informed 
early in the day by friends of the spoox 
doctor that they were having an inves- 
tigation of the records made. Late 
last night they replied, in response to 
inquiry from Mr. Mathews, that their 
Chicago representative had gone over 
the records of the courts, but had 
failed to find Houghton’s name vwrit- 
ten there, 
NAME NOT FOUND, 

Acting on instructions, from Coun- 

climan Davenport's attorneys, a Chi- 


| cago abstract company yesterday sent 


two of its employés to search the Cook 
county records for the name of either 
Houghton Gr Howton, This company 
last night telegraphed that the records 
of three of the courts had been exam- 
ined and that nothing had been found. 
The searchers will continue their work 
today in the fourth court. 

“We sowed the wind: now we are 
reaping the whirlwind with a yven- 
geance,” last night remarked a prom- 
inent Sixth Ward Republican. “Un- 
der the terms of that recall provision 
Davenport is out in ten days and How- 
ton appears much more likely to land 
in the City Jail than in the Council 
chamber. 

“All of which shows that what we 
have accomplished is to leave the 
Sixth Ward without a Councilman at 
yall. Under other conditions taxation 
without representation has been con- 
sidered a cause for war. But we of 
the Sixth Ward by our action of last 
Friday deprived ourselves of any rep- 
resentation. 

SEANCER OR NOBODY. 

“Well, I for one feel that we de- 
serve fit. Davenport did more for us 
than any Councilman that went before 
him: yet we put him eut. Now we 
are to have either an adventurer and 
fakir whom we have elected under an 
assumed name or no Councilman at 
all.” 

Howton stated Sunday in an inter- 
view that he had sent back to Chicago 
for his naturalization papers. it is 
very likely that the Council will de- 
cline to recognize him until those 
papers arrive. 

It is now conceded even by his 
friends that he has deceived them wor- 
fully in regard to his past, and that if 
he is naturalized at all it is under the 
name of Howton, as that is his family 
name. 


NOT QUAN LOCK GEE. 


Chinaman Gone With Ten Thousand 
Dollars is Yuen Mai, Victim of 
Gambling. 

Chinatown has its tragedies of lives 

wrecked by gambling, too. 

Developments in the case of the 
Chinaman who ran off with $10,000 be- 
longing to a big fan-tan joint show 
that he was the unhappy victim of a 
craze for gaming. 

His name is Yuen Mal. Through an 
error on the part of the Chinese who 
gave the information, his name was 
at first given as Quan Lock Gee. There 
is a Chinaman named Quan Lock Gee, 
but he is treasurer of a place next 
door. In justice to Gee, It ought to 
be said that he is a man of excellent 
business reputation, has sound finan- 
clal standing at several _ American 
banks in Los Angeles, and is trusted 
by the Chinese. 

Yuen Mai had a prosperous little 

bake shop on Apablasa street before 
he went Into this tan company. 
, It is said he got to using the com- 
pany's money to gamble with. and then 
gambled frantically to recoup the loss 
and the threatened disgrace. The end 
was the disappearance of Yuen Mai, 
and an empty safe left behind. 

That tan joint has had to close now. 

The Chinamen have telegraphed to 
Portiand, Or., where they think that 
Yuen has gone. 


DREAD APPENDICITIS. 


The Cause of the Disease is Vet a 
Mystery to Learned Medical 
Practitioners. 


[Atlanta Constitution:) The question 
still remains: Why is appendicitis so 
much more frequent than it used to be? 
That doctors ar more skillful in dis- 
covering it may account for a few cases 
and so may the recent epidemics of in- 
flUuengza, but there must be other and 
more constant agencies at work than 
influenza. The hurry and worry of 
modern life has no doubt much to do 
with the increase. Men bolt down a 
hasty meal, thinking of business while 
they are eating, and rushing back to 
business as soon as the meal is over. 
Under such conditions, the digestive 
organs cannot perform their work prop- 
erly, chronic dyspepsia results, and the 
tissues of the appendix become vulner- 
able to the action of germs. Another 
factor that has probably eentributed a 
great deal to the recent increase of ap- 
pendicitis is the cold storage of food. 
When meat and fish have been kept? in 
a chilled or frozen condition for a long 
time, there may be no evidence of pu- 
trefaction in it, nevertheless some 
subtie chemical change has taken place 
that makes it liable to rapid decompo- 
sition. Certainly when removed from 
cold storage it undergoes decomposition 
more rapidly than meat which has not 
been frozen, and it does so even aftér it 
has been cooked. It seems reasonable 
to suppose that such food taken into the 
system of a man suffering from chronic 
indigestion, would rapidly decompose, 
with the formation of more virulent 
poisons than if perfectly fresh food 
were eaten. This extremely septic con- 
dition of the intestines would in turn 
cause any inflammation of the appendix 
to be much more severe than it other- 
wise would be. The comparatively 
harmless colic of former times becomes, 
therefore, in these strenuous days, the 
dangerous appendicitis. 

A French physician has just advanced 
another theory. From the large num- 
ber of facts he has collected from va- 
rious sources, he contends that appen- 
dicitis occurs only in meat eaters, and 
generally in connection with epidemics 
of grip. In the French prisons and asy- 
lums meat is allowed only once or twice 
a week, and appendicitis seldom or 
never occurs among the inmates. 
Among the vegetarian natives of the 
tropics it also appears to be practically 
unknown. Investigation of the Roman 
Catholic religious orders showed a re- 
markable absence of the disease among 
those whose vows compel abstention 
from meat or frequent fasting, while 
among those whose rules permit of a 
more liberal diet In meat, appendicitis 
is very common. 

Occasional fasting from meat, then, 
is urged as an excellent measure, espe- 
clally for those who have ever suffered 
from grip. However this may be, we 
are pretty safe in formulating this 
broad rule: Let a man eat moderately 
and leisurely, and his food and drink 
be pure, wholesome and easily digest- 
ible: let him see that the functions of 
the bowels, So far as he knows about 
them, are regularly performed; let him 
keep properly and warmly clad in win- 
ter, and it is very improbable that he 
will ever be in the condition qualifying 
him for membership in an appendicitis 
club. 


After Forty Years. 


Forty years ago a sailor, now of 
Union City, received on pay day a sil- 
ver half doilar. Silver had then become 
so scarce that he carved his name and 
the number of his regiment thereon 
and thought to keep it. This resolution 
lasted two or three days, and then he 
spent the coin. 

He recently received this coin in a 
transaction, and has now retired it from 
cireulation. The full history of the half 
gollar’s wanderings cannot be traced. 
no more being learned than that it was 
spent fer tobacco once, whisky twice, 
was in a missionary box once. and four 
years ago Was lost and wor in an elec-

FIRST ROUND 


WON BY CITY. 


Fernando Ranchmen Lose in 
United States Court. 


But Given Another Chance 
to Restrain City. 


Water-users Fail to Show 
Federal Question. 


By an opinion rendered yesterday in 
the United States Circuit Court. Judge 
Olin Wellborm has declared the city 
winner in the first round of its legal 
fight to take the water of the San Fer- 
nando Valley ranchers. 

Uniess ex-Judge Albert M. Stephens 
and Cyrus F. McNutt, attorneys for the 
ranchmen. can change Judge Well- 
born’s opinion within a few days, 
through the filing of an amended com- 
piaint, the Federal Court will decline 
all further interference, and the city 
can proceed with the getting of an Yn- 
junction from the Superior Court re- 
straining ‘he ranchmen from using 
water from their own wells. 

A few words will make the situation 
clear. The city, as already explained 
fully in The Times, Th order to secure 
a larger water supply, went into the 
Superior Court and asked a decision 
upholding the alleged paramount right 
of the city to use all the waters, sur- 
face and subterranean, of the Los An- 
geles River ard its tributary streams 
and for a permanent injunction re- 
straining a large number of land own. 
ers and iand tillers in the San Fer- 
nando Valley from further developing 
and diverting from the city’s use the 
subterrarean waters of that valley. 

To head off the granting of such an 
injunction the attorneys for the ranch. 
men went into the United States Cir- 
cuit Court, and, In « test case entitled 
“Jesse D. Hunter and Robert Devine 
against the city of Los Angeles,” rep- 
resented that a constitutional right 


was involved, and asked for an injunc- - 


ton rest.aining the city frem obtain- 
ing the Superior Court injunction. 

To the Federal Court complaint the 
city demurred, contending that no 
constitutional right was involved and 
that thercfore the Federal] Court was 
wtihout jurisdiction to interfere. This 
demurrer Judge Wellborn yesterday 
sustained, but he gave the plaintiffs 
(Hunter and Devine) leave to amend 
their complaint so as to bring it with- 
in Federal jurisdiction. If the com- 
plaint can be so amended the _ Fed- 
eral injunction may be obtainéé: if 
it cannot, then the city canno: be fur- 
ther interfered with in its attempt to 
secure an injunction from the Superior 
Court against the ranchmen. 

The importance of Judge Wellborn’s 
decision hence a 

CONCLUSION REACHED. 

Judge Wellborn handed down an 
oral instead of a written opinion in 
sustaining the city’s demurrer. He 
read previous decisions of his own in 
similar cases, and quoted from the Su- 
preme Court of the United States and 
lesser authorit‘es. 

He said, quoting from pertinent opin- 
ions: 
“There may be suits to redress in- 
fractions of that clause of Section 10, 
article 1, of the constitution, which for- 
bids the nassage of uny law impairing 
the obligation of contracts, or of that 
clause of Section 1 of the Fourteenth 
Amendment to the Constitution, which 
forbids deprivation by State authority 
of life, liberty or property without 
due process of law, wherein the Fed- 
eral questions will appear from plain- 
tiff’'s own statement of his claim. Such 
cases, however, are rare. 

“The Supreme Court of the United 
States, speaking to this very point, 
has said: 

“*When a suit does not really and 
substantially Invelve a dispute or con- 
troversy as to the effect or construc- 
tion of the Constitution upon the de- 
termination of which the result de- 
pends, then it is not a suit arriving un- 
der the Constitution. ... The ju- 
dicial power extends to all cases in law 
and equity, arising under the Consti- 
tution, and these are cases actually— 
not potentially—arising, and jurisdic- 
tion cannot assumed on mere hy- 
pothesis." 

“Ordinarily the question of the repug- 
nancy of a State statute to the im- 
rairment clause of the Constitution tis 
to be passed upan by the State courts 
ir the first instance. the presumption 
being in all cases that they will do 
what the Constitution and the laws of 
the United States require.” 
FEDERAL QUESTION DEFINED. 

Quoting from another of his own de- 
cisions, Judge Wellborn said: 

“Two things are necessary tO the 
existence of a Federal question: First, 
an actual dispute between the par- 
ties as to the meaning of some law of 
the United States; second, materiality 
of the construction of such law to a 
determination of the cause. These 
two constituents have been succintly 
gtated thus: 

cause 
because in its progress it may ome 
necessary to construe or apply an act 
of Congress. Unless there is a dispute 
between the parties as to the meaning 
of the act, there is no Federal con- 
troversy between them. The decision 
of the case, or some material issue 
ia it, must depend upon the cons truc- 
tien of the act claimed by one party 
and denied by the other. A simple 
averment that such is the fact is stat- 
ing a conclusion, and is not sufficient; 
the facts that show it to be true mast 
be set out.” 

Judge Wellborn concluded 

“The demurrer is sustained, on the 
ground that the complaint falls to 
show a case of Federal jurisdiction.”

Twenty-five Pound Yellow- 


tail Serves as Bait. 


Fishing for ton sharks on rod and reel 
with a twenty-five-pound live yellow- 
tall for bait is the stupendous sport 
attempted Sunday morning by a trio 
of Los Angeles trolling cranks. Need- 
less to say, the stunt was in a measure 
impromptu. There are some places 
where the light-rod enthusiast draws 
the line, and hammerhead sharks fif- 
teen feet in length with dorsal fins a 
yard long are a few hundred pounds 
over the limit. 

W. Gordon Stearns, Eugene Elliott 
and the writer _were outside with Skip- 
per Harry Lynch's double-end launch, 
the Pearl, about 10 o'clock Sunda” 
morning wiih a fishbox full of barra- 
cuda, bonita, skipjacks ard albicore, 
and a thirst for yellowtail. The other 
finny fighters were well enough in thei 
Way, but they didn't weigh quit 
enough. So a pair of Wilson spoons 
were pressed into service and Stearns 
got the first strike It way evidently 
a “bird,” and after-a tumultuous tussle 
of some ten minutes, the form of the 
pretty creature uppeured deep down 
under the boat. 

One of the party was leaning over the 
side, gaff in hand, when a long, dark 
Streak possed wnder the stern of the 
launch like a huge shadow. Stearns 
Saw it and started getting his fish out 
of the way. As the yellowtail rose the 
forty-horse power devil below it lazily 
flopped upward too; he was sure of his 
game and din't hurry. Stearns and the 
yellowtail both recognized a hammer- 
head shark at the same instant; they 
manifested it in different ways. The 
poor fish, though played nearly out, 
summoned up enough strength for an- 
other final, desperate run; he went 
around the boai, but the shark stayed. 
Stearns again brought up his fish, and 
after Ht rushed another shark. slightly 
smaller thah the other. Yanking the 
yellowtail as fast as his light rod would 
permit, Stearns tried to save it: the 
smaller shark extended his length par- 
| allel with the boat, and it was seen that 
he was between twelve and fourteen 
feet long. The larger one made a half 
turn, struck at the yellowtail and 
missed; again turned sidewise, opened 
a mouth that looked like the head of a 
barrel st0Ve in, snapped his murderous 
jaws with their four rows of recurved 
teeth once without apparent effort and 
bit that twenty-five pound yellowtali in 
two as if it had been chopped by a 
giant bear trap or a huge ax. A man's 
leg might have, gone the same way. 
Stearns tried t& save the yellowtail's 
head as a partial trophy of his tussle, 
but the big hammerhead thought he 
wanted that, too, and so flerce was his 
rush that he engulfed it tothe extent 
of a yard of plano-wire leader, biting 
off the line above before it had hardly 
drawn taut. The party hadn't lost 
any of that kind of customers; had no 
shark tackle and left the hammerheads 
in possession. Subsequent yellowtail 
were unmolested. 

Another party had a whaleman’s lily- 
iron on board and several hundred feet 
ef whale line, but they had no har- 
poener. An old gentleman, whose ideas 
on the subject had evidently been 
gained from youthful experience stab- 
bing bullfrogs with a fishhook spear 
prodded several times at one of the 
bie fellows in a half-hearted way, in- 
stead of standing up anid striking his 
fish like a man; for this party the 
sharks bit in two half a dozen albicore 
and bonita, which were left dangling 
over the side. 

The experience was a novel one and 
is only a sample of the odd experiences 
that await those who go outside on 
trolling trips. The old ocean always 
is springing some surprise on her lv- 
ers; a day spent on her bosom is never 
an uneventful one. 

Shore fishing Sunday was good at 
nearly all the beach resorts.” 

At Huntington Beach Harry Sloatter- 
beck caught thirty-nine fish, nearly all 
of them small corbina. Others caught 
big bags; what the specimens lacked 
in size they made up for in voracity, 
and even the hard part of the clam 
was received with thanks and ready 
appreciation. Yellowfin bit well In the 
afternoon. After dark the best fish 
were caught: some weighed nearly 
three pounds, but were decidedly the 
exception. The fishing the plier 
head was poor; a few smal! mackerel 
were caught and big Ash were scarce. 

M. H. Newmark at last came iis 
luck, and yesterday was high hook of 
the invéterates at Brighton Beach. 
These veteran worthies cannot for long 
leave their first love, where in peace- 
ful seclusion they may ply their nefari- 
ous practice of pitching,in over each 
other's line every time a corbina bites. 
Mr. Newmark caught a three-pounder;

YOUTHFUL USURERS. 


Grave Public Scandal Existing in Eng- 
lish Public Schools Brought to 
Light. 
{London Express:] The— public 
schools of the country have at various 
times had many serious indictments 
brought against them, but the charge 
contained in the appended letter 1, 
perhaps, the gravest. of all. 
That it should be possible for school- 
boys to carry on a money-lending 
business not only suggestg laxity on 
the part of the authorities, but also a 
low state of morality among the boys 
themselves. 


The Express has received from a 
correspondent signing himself “A 
Father,” the following letter, which 


presents the case clearly: 

“Perhaps you are not aware of the 
fact that at our public schools there 
exists at present among the boys a dis- 
graceful system of money-lending, 
whereby the boys. with large pocket- 
money allowances literally practice 
usury on boys whose parents either 
cannot afford or will not allow their 
Ons more than a nominal sum for 
spending on sweets or ‘grub.’ I wish 
to bring the matter before the public, 
and to this intent I propose to give the 
experiences of my own son, a boy of 
14, who is at a public schoel, and who 
has himself fallen a victim to these 
boy usurers. 

“My boy tells me—and before writing 
to you I have verified his story up to 
the hilt—that at his school a money- 
lending club actually exists. It is run 
by the senior boys. Each dormitory In 
his house has a money-lending club, 
which provides its members with loans 
of a penny, for whieh twopence has to 
be paid on the corresponding day of 
the following week—100 per cent. per 
week! or at the rate of 5200 per cent. 
a year.” 

“Besides lending money ,the mem- 
bers buy food and sei! it at the same 
rate of interest to any boy who hap- 
pens to be hungry. As an example, 
two shillings’ worth of hailf-penny 
buns are sold for double their cost, 
and a loaf with a half pound of butter 
is cut up into slices and sold for 1d. 
a slice. The loaf and butter cost 8d. 
at the outside, whereas when sold in 
slices is. 4d. is obtained. The boys 
buy all this food on credit, promising 
tr pay in seven days time, and if the 
debits are not paid, then they are 
doubled, in addition to the young 
debtor getting a thrashing from one 
of the big boys. A regular system of 
sccounts is kept, and my boy tells me 
that some time ago a master caught 
one of the ‘partners’ perusing his ac- 
counts. The book was taken from him, 
and he was told that his presence was 
recessary next morning in the head 
master’s study. 

“After the master had left the room 
a serious consultation took place be- 
tween the partners, with the result 
that a boy who owed the partners 10s., 
was approached, and told that if he 
acknowledged that he was the owrer 
ef the ‘debt-book,’ and, further, the 
originator of the money-lending club, 
his debt would be considered as paid. 

“The boy gladly agreed to this pro- 
posal, and next day confessed to the 
read master that he had lent money 
for interest, and further, that he had 
sold cakes and other food at prices 
which were usurious. ‘ 

“The result was that the ooy re- 
ceived a sound thrashing, and the real 
culprits escaped altogether. 

“This is but one instance of what 
goes on at my boy's school, which is a 
famous public school and has a great 
reputation. 'f these things go on there 
1 feel convinved that they go on at 
other great schools. 

“One more instance I would like to 
tell you. A boy borrowed a penny at 
the end of the term to be paid on his 
return from the holidays. He failed, 
however, to do so, and hence he was 
fined twopence. 

“Now, the boy had only a small al- 
lowance, so he agreed t@ pay off his 
debt at Id. a week, butas bythe rules 
of the money-lending club he was 
fined id. a week if he falled to pay 
his debts in full, he went on paying 
for thirteen week without settling the 
debt. In other words, for the original 
loan of id. he paid Is. 1id., and still 
owed 1d.” 


A Legal Anniversary. 

The 20th of August is an interesting 
avuniversary in British legal annals. 
On August 20, 1836, the English law 
permitted, for the first time, a pris- 
oner charged wtih a felony to be rep- 
resented by counsel! in court. A Brit- 
ish journal remarks that it seems al- 
most incredible In these days, when 
prisoners are proviced with counsel 
without having to pay for their cerv- 
ives, to think that seventy years ago 
a Man could be tried in England for 
his life without having the aid of a 
luwyer to defend him. “When Ashley 
Cooper (Lord Shaftesbury) introduced 
his bill in the Hovse of Commons, 


vhich had as its object — the 
granting of counsel to  prison- 
ers in cases of i high treason, 


he unintentionally provided a singular 
arguipent in its favor. He had ore- 
pered an claborate speech in its sup- 
port, but on rising stage fright over- 
whelmed him, and he could not utter a 
werd for some time. The House kindly 
cheered him, and, pulling himself to- 
gether with an effcrt, he exclaimed: 
‘If I, Mr. Speaker, who arise only to 
x.ve my opinion of the bill, am so con- 
founded that I am unable to express 
the least of what I pr to say, 
what must. be the condition of that 
man who, Without any assistance, is 
pleading for his life, and is in app-e- 
hension of being deprived of it? "— 
[Philadelphia Public Ledger.

STIRRING UP DISCONTENT. 
It appears that our esteemed op- 
ponents of the Democracy are getting 
ready to resort to their old-time expe- 
dient of stirring up discontent among 
the wage earners an among the pev- 
ple generally, in the hope that thereby 
gome votes may be gained for their 
candidates. Ever since the Repubii- 
can party came into existence, its 
chief opponent, the Democratic party, 
has seen fit to constitute itself a 
party of calamity.

It i¢ stated on the best of authority 
that the Democratic National Com- 
mittee has employed a number of 
union coal miners who were involved 
in the recent disturbances in Colo- 
rado, paying them good fat salaries, 
to visit coal miners in Illinois, Indi- 
ana, New York and West Virginia, for 
the purpose of urging them to vote 
against President Roosevelt.

With all due respect for our es- 
teemed but misguided opponents, it is 
not in the least probable that their ir- 
idescent dream of gaining power and 
prestige by the means proposed will 
be ‘realized.

ENEFITS OF METER SYSTEM. 


sults of introducing’ the meter sys- 
tem for the domestic water supply at 
Forth Worth, Tex. 
nues of the water department in- 
creased in four years over $19,000, al- 
though the rates were cut from 20 
cents to 10 cents per 1000 gallons 
when the meter system was intro- 
duced for all consumers. It is esti- 
mated that Inside of five years the 
revenues will have paid-for the new 
system. About one million more gal- 
lons per day were pumped in 190], 
before the meter system was intro- 
duced, than were pumped per day in 
1904, after the meters were put in, al- 
though the number of services in 1904 
is greater by 1600 than in 1901. The 
saving in pumpage made possible the 
reduction of 50 per cent. in the rates, 
while at the same time the city’s an- 
nual revenues were increased by over 
£19,000. 

This is an excellent illustration of 
the benefits of the meter system, 
which is the only equitable method 
of water distribution for cities. By 
this system, each user of water pays 
for what he uses—no more, no less. 
Where consumers pay for the water 
which they waste -as well as for that 
which they consume. the amount 
wasted is naturally reduced to a min- 
imum, for there are few persons who 
will waste water when the cost is pro- 
portionate to the amount wasted. 

In cities whére the water supply 
is abundant, the meter system is pref. 
erable to the “flat rate” system, for it 
is practicable to -reduce the meter 
rates to a low figure, so that each 
consumer can have all the water he 
needs at comparatively low cost, while 
& reasonable check upon waste is 
maintained. But in cities where the 
supply is not adequate to meet the 
demands of waste as well as of use. 
the employment of meters is almost 
imperative. 

The waste of water in Los Angeles, 
in one way and another, is probably 
not far rom one-third of the amount 
drawn from the service pipes—per- 
haps, even, one-half. -The future 
growth of the city will severely tax the 
sources of supply, even though the 
waste be reduced to a minimum. It 
is evident, therefore, that it fs only 
& question of time when the intro- 
duction of meters for all consumers 
will become imperative. The sooner 
this change can be accomplished the 
better for all—for the city and for the 
users of water. Very likely, after the 
mete? system shall have been brought 
into general use, and the reconstrue- 
tion of the entire waterworks system 
shall have been completed, it will be 
possible to reduce meter rates con- 
siderably below the present rates. The 
consumer, in any case, will pay for all 
the water he uses—and for all that he 
wastes.

BURBANK. “Janice Meredith” with 
an all-siar cast—this is the good thing 
given Los Angeles playgoers at the 
Lurbank Theater this week.

POSSIBILITIES. 


CALCULATIONS OF SCIENCE 
LIKELY TO BE UPSET. 


The Future Open to the Laboratory 
Student is Fraught With Mysteries, 
Says Sir William Ramsay—Not 
One-tenth of an Ounce of Radium 
in the World. 


{New York Times:] “All previous 
calculations of science are likely to be 
upset by radium,” said Sir William 
Ramsay yesterday. “We may soon be 
compelled to revise some of the theories 
of physics that are now regarded as 
cardinal. Nobody can tell. The future, 
open to the diligent laboratory student, 
is fraught with mysteries. One thing 
ix certain—nobody is likely to discover 
a mine of radium. Some statements 
made about the quantity of that preci- 
ous substance in existence are very 
absurd. Dealing with the possibilities 
of radium is much like speculating upon 
the future of a babe in arms. We must 
watch it develop into childhood and 
mature growth before we can talk 
much about its future. 

“It is a far cry at present to discuss 
the use of radium, or radium salts, 
for illuminating or heating purposes. 
I do not suppose there is one-tenth of 
an ounce of radium in the whole world, 
If you can imagine getting that 
amount of radium together it would 
supply more energy than 250 tons of 
dynamite, Few persons who talk about 
radium and its components realize the 
great scarcity of the raw material for 
yielding radium nor the exceedingly 
minute particles used in the experi- 
ments that have astounded the world. 
It is Impossible to say where the fu- 
ture supply of raw material is te come 
‘rom. believe that in America cuar- 
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it. Cleavite, a mineral found in Nor- 
way, !s also looked upon as a favorable 
source of supply. 

RADIUM AND HELIUM 

“One extraordinary quality of Ta- 
dium salts is that the evolution of heat 
and energy goes on continuously with- 
out combustion, without chemical 
change of any kind, and without alter- 
ation of its molecular structure. At the 
expiration of a month of activity the 
Salt is quite as potent as it was in the 
beginning of the experiment. There is 
no doubt about the conversion of ra- 
dium into helium. It has been done 
many yrwee ee our experiments for 
several days luminous gas Was con- 
tinuously emitted, but we could not 
determine the nature of i. 

“When examined through the spec- 
troscope it did not at first show the 
characteristics of helium. But later, 
by the application of intense heat, a 
gaseous product was obtained occupy 
ing about two and one-half times the 
space of the original emanation, and 
there were unmistakable signs of the 
spectrum of helium. 

“There are various theortes to account 
for the evolution of the heat and other 
strange forms of radiation from helium 
and its allied elements. The most sat- 
isfdactory one seems to be that some cf 
the atoms in the substances are disin- 
tc -rating and thereby liberating stored 
energy. A few physicists assume that 
the energy was at one time absorbed 
from some external source, and is now 
given off again. If we judge by the 
rate at which gas is evolved from the 
salts of radium, it seems probable that 
any given mass of it would decay and 
completely disappear in from 2000 to 
2500 years. The life of three or four 
other radio-active metals is very much 
longer. My own research, which I> not 
yet complete, encourages me to think 
that the ‘electronic’ theory of atoms 
has a career of usefulness before ‘t. 
Our new understanding about the atom 
may lead to entirely unforeseen results. 

WHAT SCIENCE 18 DOING. 

“Fruitful experiment is constantly 

going on around the basis of current 


research. Sctence has shown that the 
emanations of radium can be dealt 
with as a gas. ,In tubes, its passage 


d by 


may be followe the eye in dark- 
ened rooms. There is still plenty of 
room for a complete revision of the 


original dicta concerning radium and 
helium. Experiments made by Prof. 
Soddy and myself determine by direct 
measurements the rate of the decay of 
radium as one one-thousandth of the 
mass per year, which gives the average 
life of the radium atom about 1000 years, 
This rapid rate of decay renders it out 
of the question to a8’sume that in the 
radium now existent we are dealing 
directly with the residue of a larger 
quantity reduced by decay to its pres- 
ent amount. So far as the commerciil 
advantages of radium are concerned, 
they are only apparent, as yet, in med- 
icine. Radium is, I believe, a_sure cure 
for certain forms of cancer, tumor and 
lupus. 

“America has made great advances 


in chemieal science since | was last 
here. Naturally I shall know more 
about it after our tour is completed 


than I do now. In the various forme 
of bromides and tn alloys manufac- 
turera on this side of the water have 
been progressing along new lines. But 
there is much to be done. I am 
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out of the laboratory and into practical 
work much quicker than you do. here. 
Our London University, recently organ- 
ized, has set the example in this. Time 
spent in mere experiments may easily 
be too much extended. A fairly good 
student should have done enough work 
in a year, or two years at most, to 
place him in a position where he can 
help himself when he is face to face 
with an analysis not made before. 
EDUCATION OF CHEMISTS. 
“It appears futile to extend the 
courses of study to merely technical 
students. The ideal plan for the educa- 


tion of technical chemists would be 
some system analogous to the ap- 
prenticeship of engineers. But in or- 


der to accomplish this the chemical 
manufacturer must throw open his 
works to the students, He must get 
over the fear of somebody stealing his 
a or improving on his methods. 
ittle can be accomplished otherwise. 
fBeation should primarily consist in 
effort to produce an attitude of 


mind rather than to instill definite 
knowledge. It should aim to cultivate 
the inventive faculty, which is most 


needed today. But inventive chemists 
seldom have either time or inclination 
for developing the commercial! aspects 
of a discovery. It is for the manufac- 
turer and his staff to put the discovery 
to practical and profitable application. 

“One of the new problems that chem- 
ical science may deside to attack 1s 
the manufacture of foods. Prot. 
Fischer of Berlin is now at work on 
an albuminal substance to resemble 
the white af an eeg. The only way to 
do this, of course, is to disintegrate 
and then build up. There has been 
some hue and ery of late about tho 
danger from phosphorus matches. A 
German manufacturer has followed up 
this line of thought and has invented 
a phosphorus that is not dangerous to 
factory operatives or anybody else, 
and which gives us a mateh We can 
strike without carrying the box, 

A BROAD FIELD. 


“There is room for experiments in 
the disposal of sewage from large 
cities by chemical process. You are 
not -yet confronted with this great 
problem in America so seriously as 
we are in England. We are experi- 
menting over there with filtration pro- 
cesses on an advanced scale. Here- 
tofore we have been handicapped by 
lack of definite laws concerning the 
rollution of rivers. Now the English 
rivers have been divided among four 
or five boards of managers, each with 
absolute authority in its own district. 
In the course of time some stch ar- 
rangement may be advisable over here. 

“The danger from carburetted gas, 
or water gas, being too freely mixed 
with illuminating gas for purposes of 
economy, is anoiher public danger im 
municipalities, and offers a field for 
scientific research. A proportion of 
one-third water gas to two-thirds illu- 
minating gas is about right. If a man 
blew out the gas in his room, such a 
proportion would not be fatal under 
ordinary conditions. A larger propor- 
tion of water gas would be dangerous. 
New problems are coming up all the 
time @ demand the application of_ the 
chemist. The main requir®ment is te 
“ft men capable of doing the werk te 
deal with them.”
